manned, and has been for years, but many, if not most, 
of the various agencies duplicate their work, causing in­ 
convenience and loss of time to citizens in the compila 
lion of reports, and in conflicting regulations, which con­ 
fuse and distress millions of our people.” 
It is true that in his statement this week. Senator 
Byrd fell into a somewhat distressing anti-climax, due 
presumably to the fact that he continues to be a I )emo 
erat, and when he runs again next year would prefer to 
do so without the open enmity of the W hite I louse. 
I here aTe two sensible suggestions he might have 
made for curing the situation. 
One is that the President proceed at once with the 
dismissal of all unneeded employes and the ( losing of .til 
superfluous bureaus. 
I he other is that Congress step in and itself do what 
the Administration has so conspicuously failed to do. 
But Senator Byrd finds a third suggestion— that 
Congress vote President I ruman the same sort of 
re ­ 
organization 
authority which caused a revolt 
w h e n 
President Roosevelt demanded it in 1938. 
I his is asking, with a vengeance, that Uncle Sam 
treat himself with the hair of the dog that bit him. 
It was over-delegation of Congressional authority to 
the Chief Executive, under the pressure of the war, which 
led to the flagrant abuse of which Senator Byrd complains. 
The bureaus were set up, and the employes hired, on 
the say-so of President Roosevelt and on the* often flimsy 
excuse that they would speed the war. 
Just how is it expected that giving still more author­ 
ity will cure a situation caused by careless use of too much 
authority? 
But there is a weakness in the suggested reorgani­ 
zation power which is still more glaring. 
In essence, and according to its proponents, the bill 
merely continues the war powers of the president. 
In other words, the President already has the power 
— he just wants it kept in his hands. 
That is true. The President does have the p o w e r. I ie 
could start on five minutes notice— could dismiss every 
one of the two million extra jobholders whom Senator 
Byrd calls ‘unneeded personnel/’ 
President Trum an’s order would alone be enough 
to close any or all of the innumerable bureaus which 
were set up on the order of President Roosevelt. 
The President needs no “ reorganization bill” to do 
the needed job of cutting the Federal staff. 
He already has the power. 
Vi hether he has the inclination remains to be seen.
